INTERMENTS WITHOUT PER- 
MIT NOW BEGONE ILLEGAL- 

Bowiiug Green, Ky., Jan. 5.— 
With the begining of 4.he new 
year the Bureau of Vital Statii- 
tics'law went into effect, and'for 
the first time in the l istory af '** 
the State there will 1^ registered 
under provision of the law. the 
births aud deaths of humaM 
beiufrs. 

The State K'igistrar, Dr. W.L. 
Ueizer and a large office force 
have been eii'iajied for six weeka 
in naming local registrars, at a* 
average distance uf live miles 
over the entire State, and to ilay 
over S^f^i hundred fuch 
pointeefe' a'lre carryio(iyt|'lli| ' th* 
provisioftij of the act. / M<»relliaB 
twelve thousaud pacjjfaged o£ 
mlltr aud ezpreas have b^eo sent 
out ftwfi- this office within tbii^ 
last ten days. 

Under the law tbjB physicians 
are required to r4pt>Tb to the 
loQal registrar, within^ leo days 
the name of Uie child and its ; 
parents, and the date of its birth. 
They are required to lesuc a cer- 
tificate of death which states the 
name of the deceased, the ii^e, 
the cause and the d-tte of dealhii 
Undertakers are required to ae- 
■ure a compleLe oertificate of 
death and pireae'ut the same Ce 
llie local registrar, who will is** 
suJt, a burial or removal permit* 
Intikrnients without Jihis permit 
become illegal. ^
